And alſo vpon paine that euerye perſon lo offending, 
ſhall forfeit for euery ſuch offence twelue pence, tobe leuied by 
the Churchwardens of the parriſh where ſuch offence ſhall be 
done, to the vſe of the poore of the ſame parriſhe, ofthe goods, 
lands & tenements,of ſuch offenders, by way of diſtreſſe. And for 
due execution hereof, the Queenes moſt excellent Maieſtie, the 
Lords Temporall, & all the Commons of thispreſent Parliament 
aſſembled,doth in Gods name earneſtly require & charge allche 


Archbiſhopsʒ Biſhops and other Ordinaries, that they ſhall inde- 


uour themſelues to the vttermoſt of their knowledge, that the 
true execution hereof may bee had throughout their Dioces and 
charges, as they wil anſwere before God for ſuch euils & plagues 
wherwith allm ightie God may iuſſly puniſh his people, for neg- 


lecting this good and wholeſome lawe.
